and a half times as much. 
The gov' 
ernor believes that it is necessary that 
the state railroad commission have 
the power to regulate the issuance of 
railroad stock* if it is to be an effec­ 
tive agency in the regulation of trans­ 
portation rates. 
Governor Davidson’s Letter 
The governor’s letter to the rail­ 
road commissione is as follows: 
“Overcapitalization of railway cor­ 
porations is recognized as the source 
of many of the evils connected with 
railway 
management. 
Stocks 
and 
bonds are issued and sold upon the 
market to innocent purchasers, and 
charges are fixed with a view of pro­ 
viding earnings to pay dividends# and 
interest. 
My attention has been called 
to the fact that on Oct. 26, 1906, an 
amendment to the articles of associa­ 
tion of the Chicago and Northwestern 
railway company was filed 
in 
the 
office of secretary of state authoriz- 
ing an increased issue of the com­ 
panies stock o f#that company to $200,- 
000.000. 
For what particular purpose 
this issue was authorized or at what 
price the stock is to be sold does not 
appear. 
“ On May 6. 1903. an amendment of 
the articles of association of the Chi­ 
cago and Northwestern Railway com- 


so authorized $10,609,230 had been is. 
sued in addition to the amount of $9,- 
226,110, theretofore issued as appeared 
by the previous report. 
At what rate 
this stock was issued does notappear 
from the report of the company to 
the secretary of state. 
In the report 
of the railroad commissioner for 1904, 
on page 99 there is a statement fiom 
the Chicago and Northwestern Rail­

44213. 
H ow Subscribers for Stock Benefit 
“ From this it would appear that the 
stock had been issued at par with 
possibly accrued dividends and not at 
the market price, which must at that 
time have been more than $160 in­ 
stead of the par value of $100. 
The 
inference is that the company per­ 
mits existing stockholders to exercise 
a preferential right to subscribe for 
the new stock at par though it is 
worth a much larger sum in the mar­ 
ket. 
The law of the state clearly con­ 
templates that all stock should be 
issued 
for 
legitimate purposes and 
not to enrich existing stockholders. 
“ Under the railroad commission law 
you are authorized to inquire into 
the management of the business of 
all 
railroads and to ascertain 
the 
amount of outstanding bonds, deben­ 
tures and indebtedness, when issued. 
and to whom, and to what price; also 
to inquire into any neglect or viola­ 
tions of the laws of the state by any 
railroad corporation doing 
business 
therein and to report all violations 
thereof to the attorney general. 
The 
authority conferred upon the commis­ 
sion by the new law seems adequate 
to justify an investigation as to the 
increased issue of stock by the amend­ 
ment of Oct. 26, rpo6, the purpose to 
which it is to be sold.

TO 
CLEAR LAW OF 
ALL TANGLES 


W A S H IN G T O N , D. C , Nov. 26 — 
Important changes in the statutory 
laws will be proposed to congress at 
the coming sesion by the house and 
snatc committees on the revision of 
the law. 
About nine years ago a 
commission, with former Representa­ 
tive Bynum of Indiana as chairman, 
was created by congress to revise the 
laws. 
By act of congress the life of 
the commission will end on Dec. 
I. 
The report of the commission 
has 
been submitted to congress by the 
attorney general and the two com_ .conflict laws will be smoothed, stat- 


as decisions of the counts and prog­ 
ress require. 
The wishes of the ex­ 
ecutive officers of the government will 
not be respected and they must go 
to congress in the usual way to ob­ 
tain such changes in the law as they 
may desire. 
A reorganization of the judiciary 
will be asked to abolish the circuit 
court of appeals and to restrict the 
circuit courts to appeals from the dis­ 
trict courts. 
In depriving the circuit 
courts of original jurisdiction, it is 
believed that litigation can be materi­ 
ally promoted. 
The codfication of the codes will be 
complete and cover all laws now in 
force which have been adopted since 
the beginning of the government.

branch of the

The Bynum commission in codify­ 
ing the law s attempted to modify them 
to meet the construction which offi­ 
cials of the various departments plac­ 
ed upon them. 
In other instances 
changes were adopted which made the 
statutes read as administrative offi­ 
cers desired them. 
The joint congressional committee 
has thrown out this part of the work 
of the commission and has decided to 
bring before congress the laws as en­ 
acted, with only such modifications 


lites declared by the courts uncon­ 
stitutional will be omitted and a gen­ 
eral dressing up given to bring anti­ 
quated laws down to date. 
The de­ 
velopments in the arts and sciences, 
the progress in jurisprudence, the ad­ 
vance in public sentiment will all re­ 
quire changes.

W A S H I N G T O N , D. C., Nov. 26 — 
T h e congressional commission which 
has been investigating the carryin g of 
second class mail matter, which in­ 
cludes all newspapers, magazines and 
periodicals, resumed its sessions here 
today when hearings were given to 
representatives of the Periodical Pub­ 
lishers’ association. 
Frederic L. C ol­ 
ver, president of the assocation, pre­ 
sented a plan which he believes will 
settle all disputes in regard to clas­ 
sification which have so long vexed 
the postal department. 
This sugges­ 
tion, which is expected to take the 
place of the proposal of the postal 
officials to combine thc second and 
third classes of mail at a uniform rate 
of four cents per pound, is in effect 
that the commission recommended to 
congress thc organization of a perma­ 
nent postal tribunal on the lines c* 
the interestate comm erce commission 
empowered to deal with all matters 
of postal 
classification, just 
as 
the 
other commission deals with the rail­ 
road rates. 
Such a commission, con­ 
tends President Colver, would result 
in the speedy settlement of all quar­ 
rels and disputes which now cause 
so much trouble and 
ill 
feeling be­ 
tween the department officials and the 
publishers, and at the same time would 
result in 
ridding 
the 
second-class 
mails of the numerous 
gratuitously 
circulated advertising sheets 
which 
now pose as legitimate 
periodicals. 
T h c effect of such action, says Presi­ 
dent Colver, would be to greatly re­ 
duce the deficit arising from the hand­ 
ling of second class mail matter and 
would render* unncessary further agi­ 
tation 
for an 
increase in the rate 
which would work 
a real 
hardship 
to -the publishers of legitimate m aga­ 
zines and newspapers and to the read­ 
ing public. 
T h e plan of the postal authorities 
to increase thc postage rate on news­ 
papers and magazines from one cen! 
to. four cents a pound is w arm ly con­ 
demned by thc members of the P er­ 
iodical Publishers’ association, 
who 
declare that such action would result 
in nearly doubling the price to the 
reader of the popular periodicals. 
E d ­ 
win C. Madden, third assistant post­ 
master general, is strenuously advo­ 
cating the proposed increase, declar­ 
ing that all printed matter, whether 
educational, or for the dissemination 
of news or advertisements should be 
carried at a uniform rate of four cents 
a pound. 
Mr. Madden, who is known 
as the czar of thc postoffice depart­ 
ment, said that the deficit in postal 
revenues last year was more than $14.- 
000.000 and that the greater portion 
of this immense sum was 
directly 
chargeable to the publishers w ho have 
taken illegal advantage of the seconc 
class rates. 
Th American Newspaper Publishers 
which would work a real hardship bot 
hearing and will lodge a decided pro 
test against any increase in the rates 
on legitimate newspapers, which it is 
said would result in the ruin of many 
publishers. 
According to the state­ 
ments of the asociation’s delegates, 
newspapers cost less to handle than 
any other class of mail matter and a 
.cycat deal less than first class matter 
This is accounted for by the fact that 
most newspapers circulate mainly in 
a territory w ithin a hundred miles of 
thc office of publication and that they 
are sent in bundles convenient 
to 
handle by the postal clerks. 
It is de­ 
clared that the governm ent 
makes 
a handsome profit on the transporta­ 
tion 
of 
newspapers 
at 
one 
cent 
a 
pound for a distance of 300 miles. 
It 
is asserted that the circulation of most 
daily and weekly newspapers is in­ 
sufficient beyond the 
latter 
limit. 
while m agazines and fake 
“ fam ily” 
periodicals arc distributed over 
the 
entire country at the same rate of 
postage. 
It is pointed out by the 
newspapers representatives that 
the 
governm ent is paying the railroads an 
exorbitant rate for hauling the mail 
cars, that the franking privilege and 
penalty envelopes cause a 
loss 
of 
about $20,ooo.coo a year and that the 
deficit arising from the rural free de­ 
livery service is nearly as large. 
It is
